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NOTIFICATION 

The following Notification was issued during 
October, 1910, by order of the Minister of 
Agriculture : — 

His Majesty the King having been pleased to 
empower the Ministry of Lands and Agriculture 
to organise a further Exhibition, during the year 
1 9 1 1 , at Sapratumawan (Sapatum), the third day 
of April, 191 1, has been appointed for the opening 
date. 

The exhibits will be divided into 1 5 classes, as 
follows : — 

1 . Vegetable foodstuffs generally : including 
Rice, Beans, Teel-seed, Yams, Potatoes, and 
Fruits of all kinds. 

2. Sugars: including Palm-sugar, Coconut- 
sugar, and Cane-sugar. 

3. Spices: including Cardamoms, Bastard- 
cardamoms, Nutmegs, etc. 



4. Fibres : including Silk, Cotton, Tree-cotton, 
Hemp, etc. 

5. Tobacco-leaves; Cigars and Cigarettes of 
Siamese manufacture ; Cut Tobacco. 

6. Woods used for building purposes and 
general manufacture. 

7. Aromatic woods : including " Krishna," 
" Kalampak," etc. 

8. Gums and Resins: including Para rubber, 
Gamboge, Resin, Pitch, etc. 

9. Minor Forest Products : including Cutch, 
Beeswax, Lac, Wood-oil, etc. 

10. Soaps of local manufacture. 

1 1 . Minerals occurring in Siam. 

12. Draught Animals: including Buffaloes, 
Bullocks, and Horses. 

13. Livestock used for food: including Pigs, 
Goats, Sheep, Ducks, Fowls, and Fish. 

14. Agricultural and Industrial Machinery 
driven by steam, internal combustion, electric or 
hand power. 

15. Articles of Domestic Manufacture. 



It is not intended that the Exhibition be used 
to show curiosities, monstrosities, or freaks of 
Nature for the satisfaction of the idly curious. 
The object of the Exhibition is to gather together 
the best possible specimens of produce, cattle, and 
livestock generally, well adapted for commerce 
and for use, and to encourage the public, by the 
promotion of a healthy spirit of competition 
stimulated by suitable prizes, in the improvement 
of the products of the country. In the case of 
draught-animals, size, strength, health and capacity 
for endurance will be the chief considerations ; 
while livestock used for food should be fat, 
healthy, and of such condition as to make whole- 
some and nourishing food. 



THE OPENING OF THE EXHIBITION 

Owing to the ceremonies in connection with the 
Cremation of His late Majesty, it became neces- 
sary to postpone the opening of the Exhibition 
from April 3 to April 10. For several exhibitors 
the postponement was a great convenience, and 
even on the morning of April 10 exhibits were 
still being received. 

His Majesty had graciously consented to per- 
form the opening ceremony, and at half-past four 
in the afternoon drove with his suite to Sapatum, 
where a large number of people had been invited 
to attend. From the carriage, His Majesty 
proceeded to the Royal Pavilion, where H. E. Phya 
Wongsa Nuprabadh, Minister of Lands and 
Agriculture, read a speech asking His Majesty to 
open the Exhibition and to become its patron. 
His Majesty having replied, and declared the 
Exhibition open, the officials were presented, and 
the Minister then conducted His Majesty round 
the grounds. 
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SPEECH OF H.E. THE MINISTER OF 
LANDS AND AGRICULTURE 

Your Majesty, 

This Exhibition of Agriculture and Com- 
merce constitutes one of the means of leading and 
encouraging the people to take an active interest 
in Agriculture, Industry, and Commerce. This 
policy was commenced by Your Majesty's Most 
August Father, who was fully aware, in his far- 
reaching wisdom, that the power and stability of 
a nation rest chiefly upon the development and 
prosperity of its Agriculture and Commerce. 
Your Majesty's commands to 'the Ministry of 
Lands and Agriculture to continue with this 
Exhibition is a clear proof that Your Majesty is 
following in the footsteps of Your Revered Father, 
and that it is also Your desire to foster the de- 
velopment of Agriculture and Commerce in this 
country to its utmost extent. 

That the Exhibition of the year R.S. 129 (19 10) 
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has undoubtedly borne fruit is to be seen, for 
instance, in the exhibits of cereals this year. The 
endeavours of the Government in trying to 
improve these products, especially with regard to 
rice, are showing encouraging results. Although 
the number of entries of rice exhibited is some- 
what smaller than that of last year, nevertheless, 
the general quality is very much improved, show- 
ing that the cultivator is beginning to grasp the 
importance of seed selection, and the best means 
of cultivating the same. The rice now exhibited 
has all those points which bring it near to the 
standard of the best quality rice that is in demand 
in the markets of the world. 

The Articles of Domestic Manufacture entered 
for exhibition show marked improvement in work- 
manship and design, and the quality on show is 
much higher than formerly. 

The Ministry of Lands and Agriculture pub- 
lished a small pamphlet on poultry-rearing and 
distributed it free to the people during the pre- 
vious Exhibition. It seems to have been popular, 
and it has been an incentive to many people to 
take up poultry-keeping by better methods. The 
poultry exhibited in the Livestock Section shows a 
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great improvement over that of last year. It is, 
therefore, my humble belief that Your Majesty's 
efforts to promote the welfare of agriculture and 
commerce will undoubtedly attain the desired end 
in view. 

When our people have been awakened to the 
great importance of agriculture, industry and 
commerce, it will be necessary to assist them in 
every way to dispose of their produce to the best 
advantage. 

The supplying of our produce to foreign 
countries is one source of wealth to the nation. 
But to fill our own wants is also most important 
in our domestic economy, so that our wealth must 
not be permitted to leave the country for things 
for which there is no necessity. For instance, 
there are many articles of general use, and food- 
stuffs of various kinds, which we are now obliged 
to buy in large quantities from foreign countries, 
that can be produced in our own country. "When, 
therefore, we can properly adjust these two im- 
portant principles and bring them into practical 
operation, the wealth and prosperity of Siam will 
increase many fold. 

Even within this short period of less than six 
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months of Your Majesty's reign, You have already- 
shown Yourself in sympathy with this policy. 
We cherish high hopes for the future of Siam 
under Your Majesty's enlightened and benevolent 
guidance. 

On this auspicious occasion, which Your Majesty 
has been pleased to grace with Your Royal pre- 
sence, I now humbly pray Your Majesty to declare 
this Exhibition open and to become its honoured 
Patron. 



HIS MAJESTY'S REPLY 

We feel a real pleasure in being present to-day at 
the opening of this Exhibition of Agriculture and 
Commerce, and Our gratification is enhanced after 
listening to the words just expressed by the 
Minister of Agriculture. 

Commerce is esteemed by every nation as the 
mainstay of the State, even as bodily strength is 
to a human being. In this world, he who enjoys 
health and strength unimpared will always be able 
to keep pace in progress with his neighbours ; 
and the greater that strength, the wider will be 
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his scope for speedy advancement. Even so does 
commerce stand as the support of a nation. Any 
country possessing commerce possesses power ; 
the greater that commerce, the greater will be 
that country's strength and influence. 

Whence does a human being obtain bodily 
power ? It is from a sufficiency and healthy con- 
dition of the blood. Poverty in this fluid of life 
will render efforts to obtain physical strength 
futile, and recourse to artificial means negative of 
useful result. If perforce the body be exercised 
before attention is given to the blood, it may, 
perhaps, produce a certain amount of muscular 
development ; but this improvement will be but 
transient, and before long the strength of the body 
will vanish, and the state of physical exhaustion 
will be worse than in the beginning. It is for 
these reasons that men learned in medical science 
have earnestly advised that the care of the blood 
should be the first consideration before proceeding 
to gradually develope the muscular system. 

We have briefly mentioned these comparisons 
for the purpose of showing that, while commerce 
is as the national bodily strength, agriculture is 
its life's blood. In this country of ours there is 
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nothing of greater importance than agriculture ; 
if we do not devote our efforts to its develop- 
ment first, it will be extremely difficult to make 
commerce prosper. Whatever apparent success 
may attend any attempt to increase trade, such 
success, without the support of agriculture, can be 
but fleeting, and can produce no lasting effect. 
A person who buys only, and does not sell, cannot 
continue to do so for any length of time. And a 
country which imports more than it exports will, 
in like manner, soon find it impossible to maintain 
itself. We therefore repeat that agriculture and 
commerce are two matters which imperatively 
claim our careful attention for their development. 
In most affairs of life, persuasion by speech 
or by writing is not always sufficient ; actual 
demonstration is far more successful ; for people 
who are able to see objects with their own eyes 
are more interested than in listening to descrip- 
tions by speech or by writing. Actually seeing 
arouses interest, and the spectator imbibes know- 
ledge without being conscious that he is studying. 
Impressions gained in this manner are firmly 
retained by the memory; for this reason an 
Exhibition, such as this one, of Agriculture and 
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Commerce, we feel confident, cannot fail to bear 
the good results predicted for it by the Minister 
of Agriculture to whom We have just had the 
pleasure of listening. 

We gladly now declare this Exhibition of 
Agriculture and Commerce open to the public, 
and it gives Us much pleasure to act as its patron. 



SITE AND BUILDINGS 

The Exhibition of 191 1 was held at Sapatum, on 
the same site, and, to a certain degree, within the 
same buildings as that of 19 10. Considerable 
improvements had, however, been effected in the 
grounds by the erection of a number of bridges, 
which allowed free circulation of the spectators, 
instead of the congestion caused formerly by the 
paucity of entrances and exits. The housing of 
the livestock exhibits in sheds on the northern side 
of the grounds instead of in the central island, 
and the alteration in design of the cages and pens, 
received favourable comments. 

The appearance of the eastern side and of the 
entrance was materially bettered by the removal 
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Nai Lert in the south-east corner of the grounds, 
from which a view of an open-air cinematograph 
could be obtained. Besides this no other form of 
popular amusement was allowed, on account of 
the national mourning. 

EVENTS OF THE EXHIBITION 

The Committees of Judges were invited to a meet- 
ing at the Ministry of Agriculture on April 8, to 
consider judging arrangements. After the meeting 
had been opened by the President, each Com- 
mittee discussed its own section separately and 
elected a Chairman. Dates for making the awards 
at Sapatum were appointed, and reports were made 
to the General Committee as to the numbers of 
medals, etc., likely to be required. The meeting 
was concluded by a lunch. 

During the course of the Exhibition His 
Majesty paid a second visit and made a careful 
inspection of all exhibits. On another occasion 
Her Majesty the Queen Mother was present, and 
various other members of the Royal Family 
made the round of the grounds at different times. 

As the Judges' decisions were concluded, 
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coloured ribbons were attached to the winning 
exhibits, a separate colour being assigned to each 
grade. 

During the afternoon of April 20, H.R.H. 
Prince Bhanurangsi Savangwongs distributed the 
prizes. There was a large attendance. In cases 
where the prize-winner was unable to attend, the 
prizes were handed to a representative of the 
Ministry of Agriculture to be forwarded. Later 
H.E. Phya Boromabath Bamrung presided at a 
dinner to the Judges, given at Sapatum. After 
the usual toasts, His Excellency thanked all 
present for the help they had rendered. The 
Exhibition closed at midnight on the same day. 

The attendance was, perhaps, not so large as in 
1 9 10, although, in the absence of a recording gate, 
this diminution is not at all certain. If existent, 
however, it is easily explained by the exclusion of 
all usual popular entertainments from this year's 
show. 



PLOUGHING TRIALS 

Ploughing demonstrations were given daily, at 
which a variety of ploughs of American, Japanese, 
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and local manufacture were tried. The inferiority 
of the local plough appears mainly to be an out- 
come of the straight share, the ground being 
merely torn up and not turned over. The other 
types of plough, with the diagonal blade, not only 
break more ground per furrow, thus accomplish- 
ing more work in a given time, but, by entirely 
reversing the top layers of the ground, kill the 
weeds and allow thorough aeration of the soil. 

Between the efficiency of the ploughs of 
American and Japanese manufacture there does 
not appear to be much difference. In both cases 
the unsuitability to local conditions of these 
implements, as imported, was demonstrated, the 
ploughshare cutting far too deeply into the soil. 
By a slight alteration, however, either by the 
attachment of a backhand, or, as shown by Dr. 
Yai Sanitwongse, a change in the form of the 
beam, they can be adapted' so as to do excellent 
work. Dr. Yai's plough, which was shown work- 
ing, easily demonstrated its superiority over other 
types. 

A novelty in the form of a plough with a 
reversible share was shown. This plough, manu- 
factured in Japan, can be adjusted at will to throw 
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the ploughed earth to either side. It was, how- 
ever, too light for the stiff ground upon which 
the trials took place, and was probably designed to 
meet different conditions. 

An American steel section -harrow was also 
tried, in which the angle at which the teeth met 
the ground could be adjusted by means of a lever. 
Its weight was 226 lbs. 



TABLE OF EXHIBITS 

The table on the opposite page shows in a concise 
form the number of exhibits of Siamese origin 
tabulated according to the Monthons by which 
they were forwarded. The figures in the vertical 
column on the extreme right show the total 
number of exhibits in any one section, while 
those in the bottom row give the number of 
exhibits contributed by each Monthon. 



RICE 

Perhaps the most remarkable point of this year's 
rice exhibit was the considerable decrease in the 
c 17 



number of samples compared with that of 1910. 
It was only natural that such a falling off should be 
ascribed to a loss of interest in the Exhibition, and 
it is the more desirable that such a misunderstand- 
ing should be dissipated. The Committee in 19 10, 
while highly gratified by the hearty response to 
their announcement, realised that many of the 
exhibits showed signs of insufficient care in pre- 
paration, and this year were careful to make it 
quite clear to prospective exhibitors that it was of 
little use to send unselected samples for competi- 
tion. By this policy it is easy to see that a large 
number of inferior exhibits would be eliminated, 
with the result that the average quality of the 
exhibited rice was considerably better than in 19 10. 
The fact that fourteen Monthons sent exhibits, 
when only half that number were represented in 
the previous year, also militates strongly against 
any idea of diminution of interest. 

The following table shows the exhibiting 
Monthons in descending order of the number of 
exhibits sent by them, and compares the numbers 
of this and last year's exhibits. It "Will be noticed 
that a very large proportion of the total decrease 
is due to Monthon Nakon Sritamarat :

The finest sample of rice was shown by Nai lam, 
who won the special prize last year. The Judges 
were extremely pleased with this exhibit, of which 
the grains were uniformly large and unbroken, the 
colour good, and the rice altogether of a grade to 
fetch high prices in the market. Some doubt was 
expressed, however, as to the possibility of pro- 
ducing such a quality in large quantities, and it 
was suggested that the sample shown had under- 
gone particularly careful selection. 

The exhibit from Monthon Nakon Rachasima 
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was'a pleasing one, many of the exhibitors showing 
excellent paddy. Among all the Monthons this 
rice was inferior only to that of Monthon Krung- 
tep. Some surprise was manifested at this result, 
since hitherto no rice of such good quality had 
reached the millers from this Monthon, and the 
Judges considered the exhibit a most encouraging 
example of the good effect to be gained by foster- 
ing cultivation. 

The exhibit from Monthon Nakon Chaisi was 
not representative of so many owners, and was 
generally inferior to that of the above-mentioned 
Monthons. The Judges nevertheless considered 
it to be quite up to ordinary standards. 



FRUIT AND VEGETABLES 

Although the number of exhibits in this section 
was about the same as in 1910, the Committee 
was greatly disappointed at the meagre show that 
was made. With a few exceptions, both fruits 
and vegetables were poor in quality and showed 
small mark of care in preparation. 

Coconuts formed the most important exhibit, 
and several good varieties were represented. 
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Those described as ' hao ' nuts were the best, and 
are of the kind most commonly met with in the 
markets. 

Next in importance to the Coconuts were the 
Pulses, of which no two exhibits were of the same 
variety, and none was well representative of the 
country's produce. 

The other exhibits comprised Sesame, Yams, 
Potatoes, Parsley, Cucumbers, Tomatoes, Maize, 
Chilies, Onions, Garlic, and an assortment of local 
herbs and vegetables. 

A good exhibit of Coffee Beans from Monthon 
Chantaburi is included in this section. 



DOMESTIC MANUFACTURES 

Even without the school exhibits, which formed 
so conspicuous a part of this year's Exhibition, the 
increase shown in this section between 1910 and 
1 91 1 was very marked. The Judges, considering 
that their awards should be distributed as much to 
encourage as to reward the manufacture of such 
articles as are included under the title of Domestic 
Manufactures, decided to award all the gold medals 
at their disposal to the school exhibits, and to retain 



the silver and bronze for the respective recogni- 
tion of first and second grade individual exhibits. 

An exhibit of agricultural implements belonging 
to His Majesty attracted a great deal of attention. 
It comprised not only large instruments, such as 
ploughs and harrows, of which several were shown, 
but also the smaller tools used in the cultivation 
of rice, such as paddy-rakes for use after threshing, 
instruments for boring holes in hard ground for 
the reception of seed, scythes, sickles, shovels, etc. 
Several yokes, suitable for ploughing and harrow- 
ing, were shown. The less practical side of the 
industry was represented by the exhibits of buffalo 
decorations and 'bai po,' while the produce was 
shown in six cases of rice from the Royal Farm at 
Phya Thai. 

The Satri Witaya School, the Rachini School, 
the Suksa Nari School, the Sawapa School, the 
Khunlasatri Wang Lang School, and the Samosorn 
Chang School were represented by collections of 
work done, for the most part, by the pupils. In 
several cases the age of the exhibitor was given, 
an arrangement which might well be continued as 
materially augmenting the interest of the exhibit. 
"With the exception of the last school on the list,

all the articles shown were of the same description, 
and consisted of many kinds of plain and fancy 
needlework, beadwork, plaiting, imitation flowers, 
paintings and sketches, fans, etc. The Samosorn 
Chang School, at which arts and crafts are taught, 
sent an exhibit consisting of inlay-work, models in 
wood and plaster of various mythological figures 
and everyday objects, pictures of local scenes, 
carvings, painted plates, beaten metal bowls, etc. 

The Siamese Sauce Company (Borisat Prakawp 
Ahan Siam) made an exhibit of their products, 
small quantities of which were placed at the disposal 
of the spectators. The three varieties shown con- 
sisted of ' Yua Kei ' or ' Kapi,' a kind of preserve 
made of pounded prawns, salt, and other ingre- 
dients ; ' Nam kei,' the liquor extracted from ' Yua 
kei ' ; ' Nam Pla,' a liquor extracted from the fish 
known as ' pla tu,' and salt. At the present time 
this Company is working on a small scale in three 
different districts. 

A popular exhibit was that of Nai Run, which 
occupied the corner room in the north-west 
quadrant of the Exhibition. It consisted of a large 
number of hand-made feather fans of different 
shapes and sizes. In spite of the constant manu- 
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facture proceeding during the course of the show, 
the stock was practically exhausted by the last day. 
The feathers of several different birds, chiefly 
herons and storks, were employed. 

Several exhibits of carving were madej the 
materials used being wood, coconut-shell, ivory 
and tortoise-shell. The most noteworthy were 
those of Nai Pan, who showed a collection of 
carved coconut-shell baskets and trays ; Amdang 
Nuan, combs of wood and tortoise-shell ; Amdang 
Pao, a collection of small turned and carved boxes, 
single and in nests of five, made of wood and ivory ; 
Amdang Pleum, wooden and tortoise-shell combs. 

Several good collections of steel scissors of local 
pattern were shown, those inlaid with silver evincing 
a high degree of skill in manufacture. 

Textiles were well represented by a large number 
of sarongs, panungs, bathing-cloths, scarves,- etc., 
sent from all parts of the country. Two pieces 
of cloth from Pitsanulok were 70 and 75 feet 
long respectively. 

Good exhibits were made of grass and rattan 
mats, both plain and ornamental. A piece of jute 
rope shown measured about 240 feet, and was 
priced at thirty-six ticals. 
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A large amount of pottery of the usual Siamese 
design was sent. In most cases the exhibits were 
unglazed, and did not appear to surpass in quality 
the ordinary household implements. 

Two irrigation wheels were exhibited, one 
turned by wind and the other by man power. 
The former was made by Nai Tim, and was of 
very simple and strong construction, the frame- 
work being of bamboo. The latter, shown by 
Mr. T. Ebata, gave a good discharge at a lift of 
i J ft., one man only being required to drive it. 
Mr. Ebata also had two ploughs, and a hulling- 
machine which was commended by the Judges of 
Machinery for its simplicity. For purposes of 
judging, all the exhibits mentioned in this para- 
graph were placed in the Machinery Section. 

Messrs. Pape Brothers showed a complete outfit 
for the manufacture of spectacles and eyeglasses, 
together with an eye-testing apparatus which was 
installed in a separate dark room. The whole was 
in charge of an expert optician, so that it was 
possible for anybody to be actually treated at the 
stand for defective sight. His Majesty showed 
much interest in the exhibit, and many people 
availed themselves of the opportunity to have 
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their eyes examined and to provide themselves 
with glasses. 

There was a large number of other exhibits, 
among which the following deserve mention : An 
exhibit of soap from Monthon Puket ; three boats 
and a carved oar ; mining and ore-dressing imple- 
ments, samples of ore and gold, the latter worked 
up into ornaments, and pearls from Muang Pran- 
buri ; an exhibit of 'tukata' or small clay dolls; 
imitation flowers, and paintings by Mr. Kanasawa ; 
several exhibits of dried fish ; bricks from the 
fields of Luang Sawat Wieng Chai, and a large 
collection of agricultural implements of all kinds, 
such as bullock carts, bamboo-leaf hats for field 
wear, leaf rain-capes, etc. 

TOBACCO 

This exhibit was a small one, and consisted chiefly 
of cut tobacco for chewing and smoking, and 
Siamese cigarettes. The best exhibit was one of 
cigarettes from Krungtep, ten different brands 
being shown. In each case the cut tobacco for 
the cigarettes was prepared by sprinkling with a 
variety of ingredients, such as liquorice, infusions

of tobacco chippings and bananas, European scents, 
etc. ; while in some cases a small percentage of 
scented flowers (dawk pip) was mixed with the 
tobacco. In the manufacture of other cigarette 
exhibits, from Bangkok, vanila, saccharine, alcohol, 
liquorice, honey, etc., were used. The wrappings 
of these cigarettes were of paper or membranes 
obtained from attap and areca-nut palms, lotus 
flowers, banana trees, and other plants. 



SUGAR 

Sugar was poorly represented, only thirty exhibits 
being sent. Three kinds, obtained respectively 
from the palmyra, coconut, and attap palm, were 
shown. The methods of collection of these are 
similar, the system being to apply constriction to 
the stem of the young fruit-bearing branch several 
days before tapping. That part of the branch 
below the tie having been removed, a bamboo 
cup is suspended to the remainder, which is bent 
over so as to allow the sap to drip into the cup, in 
which some ' takien ' bark or kindred substance is 
usually placed, apparently as a flavouring. Con- 
centration is carried out in large flat iron pans, 
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a certain amount of clearing and decolouration 
being effected by stirring with small wooden 
paddles. When sufficiently viscid, the sugar is 
allowed to cool in small cakes surrounded by 
strips of leaf, or in earthenware pots. Jaggery in 
both these forms was shown, as well as the uncon- 
centrated liquor obtained from the palm. 



RAW FIBRES 

A decrease in the number of exhibits compared 
with 1 910 was noticeable in this section. Cocoons 
and skeins of raw silk from Monthons Isan and 
Nakon Rachasima formed the bulk of the exhibits, 
those of cotton, tree-cotton, and hemp, etc., being 
both few and poor. One exhibit of cotton only, 
shown by Messrs. Behn, Meyer & Co., was of 
any merit. 

The quality of the silk shown both in cocoon 
and skein gave evidence of the valuable work 
done by the Sericulture Department in the educa- 
tion of the silk-producing population of Siam. 
Until this work was begun, little or no attention 
was paid to the protection of the worm and 
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cocoon from parasites, and, the subsequent treat- 
ment of the thread being primitive and unsatis- 
factory, the result was very rough and uneven. 
At the Exhibition there were, fortunately, ex- 
amples of silk obtained both by the older methods 
and those introduced by the Sericulture Depart- 
ment, so that it was possible to compare the 
two products. The great superiority of the 
modern thread was obvious to the most inexpe- 
rienced observer, its glossiness, fineness and 
uniformity all presenting easy points of comparison. 
The judges expressed themselves confident that, 
if the supply of silk of this quality should in- 
crease, it would form a valuable article of com- 
merce, besides ousting the foreign thread which is 
now preferred by Siamese weavers. 



WOODS AND FOREST PRODUCTS 

Although the Committee is still of opinion that 
there is much room for expansion in this section, 
it was gratifying to notice the increase from 79 
exhibits in 19 10 to 240 in 191 1. This was most 
marked in the Woods Section, 14 exhibits only 
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being made in 1910, while this year no less 
than 97 different varieties of timber were repre- 
sented. The Judges' criticisms were mainly 
directed to the want of preparation shown in 
most of the exhibits, only two of which — viz., 
those of the Sriracha and East Asiastic Companies 
— were deserving of commendation. In the brief 
account given below of such woods as could be 
identified scientifically or were generally known, 
most of the information is due to the Royal 
Forest Department and to Mr. Gstte's useful 
little, book on Siamese Timber. 

Greatest useful length, 30 
feet ; no heartwood ; red ; good for internal fit- 
tings ; moderately durable.

7. Mai Intanin. Lagerstroemia sp. Greatest 
useful length, 35 feet ; heartwood hard ; yellowish- 
red ; good for building ; fairly durable. 

Greatest 
useful length, 55 feet; very hard; yellowish; 
used for door-posts ; fairly durable. 

9. Mai Kanun. Artocarpus integrifolia, Roxb.

A yellow dye is 
extracted from it. Moderately durable.

Greatest useful length, 150 feet; dark yellow 
wood ; very durable.

Shorea obtusa, Wall Very 
hard heartwood ; brown ; very durable. 
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4i. Mai Tin pet. Vitex canescens, Kurz (?). 

42. Mai Yang. Dipterocarpus alatus. Great- 
est useful length, 90 feet; light red; yields 
wood-oil ; moderately durable. 

43. Mai Yang Dang. Dipterocarpus laevis. 
Greatest useful length, 70 feet ; red ; fairly 
durable. 

Besides the above, fifty-four other varieties of 
wood were shown, the scientific classification of 
which could not be arrived at, and the uses of 
which were unknown. 

Other sections were not so well represented. 
Two varieties of Rattan were shown, of which 
one — Wai Taka from Puket — was of good 
quality. In several cases only one or two ex- 
hibits of a kind were made, but these were ofte,n 
excellent. Teak charcoal, Beeswax, Gum Damar, 
Sticklac, and Gamboge afford examples. The 
Sticklac exhibit deserved attention, showing the 
same quality of lac on the stick and free from it. 
Of the various gums and resins shown, other 
than those above mentioned, none were considered 
worthy of high award. The Wood-oil exhibits 
were of fairly high grade. Several samples of 
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Ball and Rope Jungle-rubber were shown, the 
Judges being of opinion that one of the latter 
variety was the finest sample of jungle-rubber yet 
seen in Siam. The other pieces were impure and 
generally of poor quality. Bark, Pitch, Torches 
and Jungle Fruits, Spices and Roots, made up the 
bulk of the other exhibits, and call for no special 
notice. 



LIVE STOCK 

In their report on this section the Judges remarked 
on the excellent quality of most of the exhibits, 
and, pursuing the object of the Exhibition, at- 
tempted to award the prizes to those which, in 
their opinion, would most benefit the Siamese 
stock. Their adverse criticisms were mainly 
directed against the health of the poultry, for 
which they recommended a change of diet and 
more freedom than was afforded by the Exhibition 
pens. Questions of space prohibited the use of 
larger pens, but there were no restrictions to 
prevent the removal of any animal at its owner's 
discretion. 

A large number of foreign and local varieties 
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of fowls were represented. The imported foreign 
fowls were of the best breeds, such as White 
Wyandottes, Buff and White Orpingtons, Min- 
orcas, Brahmas, Cochin Chinas, Bantams, etc. 
It is to be regretted that no cross-bred fowls were 
shown, since the possibility of producing a breed 
combining the size, fleshiness, and egg-laying 
capacity of the foreign types with the hardiness 
of the Siamese' stock is a matter of great interest 
to those who have the improvement of Siamese 
fowls at heart. 

Several good exhibits of ducks were made, 
notably a variety which seems to have some Rouen 
blood, and of which there are a fair number in 
the country. Another kind, apparently related 
to Pekings, is better for the table on account 
of its heavier build. One pair of cross-breds was 
shown, but no information was supplied by which 
they could be compared with the other breeds. 
They were, however, of good quality, and were 
awarded the second of the two medals- given in 
this section. 

The exhibits of turkeys, geese, and guinea- 
fowls were few, and no bird being of any particular 
merit, no awards were made. 
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Six European pigs were shown. They were 
in fine condition, and showed how well foreign 
varieties can bear the change of climate. It is 
unfortunate that there were no Chinese or Siamese 
pigs, as these form the main stock of the country, 
the importation of animals from Europe being 
more or less of the nature of an experiment. 



DRAUGHT ANIMALS 

The number of exhibits in this section was 
regrettably small, only fourteen animals being 
taken to Sapatum. As regards horses this is to 
be accounted for by the fact that the Exhibition 
coincided with the April race-meeting, at which 
most of the horses suitable for show purposes were 
being run. There was no visible reason, however, 
for the poor show of horned cattle, which appears 
to have been due simply to the lack of interest on 
the part of owners. 

On such animals as did appear the Judges 
reported well. The four water-buffaloes exhibited 
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were all the properly of His Majesty, the highest 
award going to ' Sangwan.' Owing to the extreme 
heat and the hardness of the ground, it was 
impossible to hold a ploughing match for these 
animals. 

In the Bullock Section only two exhibits were 
made, one of which was the magnificent Indian 
Humped Bull belonging to Kak Waiti. This 
animal stands over five feet high at the shoulder, 
and about six feet from the ground to the 
top of the hump, which weighs about twenty 
pounds. He was born in Bangkok of parents 
imported from India, and is not yet four 
years old. The Judges pointed out the advan- 
tages that would accrue to this country through 
the import and cross-breeding of such animals 
with selected cows of the Siamese type. The 
other exhibit was an ordinary Siamese transport 
bullock. 

The classes in the Horse Section were very 
varied, seven Siamese ponies of different types 
being shown. The only foreign animal was an 
Australian pony imported by Luang Sunthorn 
Kosa, under the auspices of the Royal Bangkok 
Sports Club, for racing purposes. 
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ROYAL AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE 
EXHIBIT 

Numerous exhibits from the College were dis- 
tributed throughout the grounds. In the southern 
half of the west side of the central square, a large 
number of ploughs of all descriptions was shown, 
those of local manufacture contrasting with the 
more modern types imported from America and 
Japan. Behind these was the interesting series 
of grasses, mounted on graduated boards, which 
were prepared for the 1910 Exhibition. In the 
Forest Section, a collection of wood specimens was 
shown, of which the Judges made honourable 
mention, the exhibit not being for competition. 
Among the raw fibres were shown samples of 
cotton and silk cocoons produced in the College 
grounds ; while in other buildings, mounted 
tobacco-leaves, cultivators' clothing, and a collec- 
tion of Siamese insects were presented. 

The model farm again attracted much attention, 
several improvements, such as the extension of 
flower-beds and the erection of a fountain, having 
been effected since 19 10. Within the house were 
a number of fishing traps and nets, a log paddy- 
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mortar, and various other locally made implements 
of common use. 

The plants in the garden were of many varieties, 
the most important plots being those allotted to 
rice and tobacco. Cotton, coffee, tea, camphor, 
cocoa, pomelows, oranges, sugar-cane, pepper, 
chilies, various kinds of banana, pineapples, tree- 
cotton, Manihot rubber, coconuts, papayas, 
tamarinds, tomatoes, maize, ramie, hemp, and 
mulberries, were exhibited in course of cultivation. 

In view of the great importance to Siam of 
irrigation, the Merryweather Windmill Pump 
exhibited by the Ministry of Agriculture was of 
much interest. Although windmills have not 
hitherto proved successful in this country, it must 
be remembered that it is now some time since 
they were tried, and that great improvements 
in their design have been effected quite recently, 
so that they can now be obtained at an exceedingly 
low price, and of such simple construction as to 
need no care beyond that which could be rendered 
by the most inexperienced operator. These facts, 
combined with the more enlightened views now 
taken of the problems of irrigation, would seem 
to make it very probable that experiments with 
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this type of machine would prove the possibility 
of using it to advantage. 



ROYAL SERICULTURE DEPARTMENT 
EXHIBIT 

The Sericulture Department had an exhibit 
showing all stages of the silk industry, from the 
care of the worm to the production of finished 
cloth. The worms now used are of a variety pro- 
duced by cross-breeding those of Siam and Japan, 
which is found more satisfactory in this country 
than either of the parent types. The Govern- 
ment now undertakes inspection of the worms at 
its Korat centre, and supplies them to the people, 
certified free from disease and parasites. Three 
different stages in the life of the caterpillar and 
one of the chrysalis were shown. 

Silk-winding was carried out on a machine of 
Japanese type adapted to local conditions. The 
cocoons were placed in hot water and a large 
number of them unrolled at once. The single 
thread thus obtained is again reeled on a machine 
which twists two to four threads into one, the

resulting compound thread, after bleaching or 
dyeing, being taken to the looms. 

Four hand-looms were shown in operation, two 
of which were of local manufacture, the others 
being imported from Japan. Those of Siamese 
origin were producing ordinary plain or check- 
patterned cloth, while the two much more com- 
plicated Japanese machines wove patterns into the 
material by means of an arrangement of punctured 
cards which prevented the rise and fall of certain 
threads in the warp. An instrument for producing 
the sets of cards for any given pattern was also 
exhibited. 

A selection of the products of the Korat looms 
was shown, and proved very popular, most of the 
articles being sold before the end of the Exhibition. 



EXHIBIT OF MESSRS. HOWARTH 
ERSKINE, LTD. 

This exhibit, even without the Rice-mill, was the 
largest at the Exhibition, and contained many 
objects of interest. It was housed in a building 
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erected by the exhibitors, situated on the eastern 
side of and fronting the entrance road. The 
following exhibits demand special notice : — 

Colonia Rice-mills. These small mills are built 
specially for up-country use, and produce good 
quality white rice, their capacity being one picul 
an hour of finished product. They can be driven 
either by engines or by bullocks or buffaloes. 

Hornsby Oil-engines. The Colonia mills are 
usually driven by one of these engines of l\ H.P. 
The consumption of kerosene is about f of a pint 
per B.H.P. per hour, so that, with kerosene at 
Tcs. 2-25 a tin, the cost of oil per picul of rice 
produced is about 15 satangs. 

Lamp Pumps. The exhibited pump had a capa- 
city of 400 gallons per hour. The type was 
designed to meet the demand for a simple power 
,.pump free from the disadvantages of high-speed 
engines of various types, and the inconvenience 
of windmills, with their intermittent action and 
expensive storage systems. The pump has neither 
belts, cogs, nor fly-wheels, and in the absence of 
dangerous working parts needs no guard-rails, etc. 
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It occupies very little space. To raise 400 gallons 
of water costs 5 satangs. 

Robey Portable Engines. The exhibit was an 
engine of the 5 H.P., Class A, single-cylinder 
type. Machinery of this manufacture has obtained 
many prizes at various Exibitions. 25,000 Robey 
engines are now in use. 

Self-contained Rice-mill: Douglas cif Grant. The 
extreme accessibility of every part of this mill was 
a noticeable point. Its capacity was 15-17 piculs 
of finished white rice per hour, the motive power 
being furnished by a 50 H.P. superheated-steam 
plant burning paddy-husks. The action is entirely 
automatic, the finished rice and the various bye- 
products coming out at different parts of the 
structure. This mill, which was specially designed 
to meet local conditions, can be contained in a one- 
storey building 40 ft. by 60 ft. 

Jewell Pressure Filter. The exhibited filter had 
a capacity of 200 gallons per hour, but larger sizes 
are made up to 6,000 gallons. They not only 
remove from the water solid matter in suspension, 
but also clear it of organisms, as may be seen from 
a bacteriological analysis made by the Government 
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Bacteriologist, Dr. Rankin, in which a reduction 
of 98*86 per cent, of the number of organisms in 
a sample of Menam water was shown after treat- 
ment in this filter. They are in use in eighteen 
countries, in eight cases having received Govern- 
ment approval. Two hundred and sixteen towns 
employ them, the total output of which is well 
over five hundred million gallons daily. Over six 
thousand filters of this type are now in successful 
operation. 

Merry weather's Valiant Steam Pumps. The pump 
exhibited had a capacity of 100 gallons per minute, 
and could be fitted with either a two- or four- 
wheeled carriage adapted for hand or horse 
draught. Its special points are lightness, simplicity 
of construction, and economy in space and fuel. 
It is applicable to many uses, such as fire- 
extinguishing, fruit-spraying, irrigation, etc. 

Centrifugal Pumps. The exhibit was a high-lift 
turbine pump by Mather & Piatt, capable of 
delivering 180 gallons a minute to a height of 85 
feet. The special advantages of this type of pump 
are the impossibility of rusting up, the absence of 
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cracks and searings to become loose, and the small 
floor space and head room required, while the 
absence of vibration renders heavy foundations 
unnecessary. The pump was run by a 10 H.P. 
Hornsby Oil-engine. 

Marine Set. These were compound, surface- 
condensing, 7 and 14 by 12 engines suitable for 
a sea-going launch. This machine was worthy of 
special remark, as having been entirely constructed 
in Messrs. Howarth Erskine's Bangkok works. 

Electric Installation. The current for the illumi- 
nations was supplied by a direct-coupled, petrol 
and paraffin, Belliss & Morcom Motor Dynamo 
of 10 B.H.P. The motor was totally enclosed, 
oil lubrication being effected by means of a pump 
in the base of the engine. It was of the two- 
cylinder pattern, ignition being by high tension 
magneto. The dynamo, supplying current to 
over two hundred lamps and a large number of 
ceiling- and desk-fans, was of $$ amperes, no 
volts, running at 800 revolutions per minute. 
Many ornamental electrical fittings were employed, 
two types of lamps — 'Z' metallic filament and 
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' Tantalum ' metallic filament — being used through- 
out the stand, except in the automatic sign, which 
was composed of carbon filament lamps. The 
various cooling tanks were supplied from an 
electric pump, which also delivered water to a 
tank on a tower thirty feet high. All the light- 
ing and power circuits were controlled from a 
fully equipped switchboard.

MESSRS. F. H. SCHULE, LTD. 

The complete Rice-mill and building exhibited by 
this firm may be dealt with in three sections. 

The framework of the Mill -building and 
Engine-shed was completely constructed of Patent 
Iron • Bars specially adapted for tropical buildings 
of all kinds. These irons, both angle and flat, 
are punched throughout their whole length with 
longish holes, and, with a few simple tools, can 
be : easily cut in the cold state to any required 
length. They are joined together with screws 
in a very simple manner, so that all the ordinary 
concomitants of iron work, such as drilling and 
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punching machinery, joining-plates, rivets, etc., 
and the accompanying skilled labour, can be 
avoided. 

The motive power to the Mill was supplied by 
a " Locomobile " Patent Semi-portable, Compound 
Steam-engine. The boiler was fitted with a 
removable furnace and tubes, and a super-heater. 
The husk was supplied automatically to the 
portable step-grate furnace through a pipe from 
the Mill, the construction being such that no other 
fuel is needed. This power plant was manufac- 
tured by Messrs. R. Wolf, of Magdeburg, and is 
suitable wherever light foundations are necessary 
and only a small floor-space is available. 

The self-contained Rice-mill was of Schule's 
newest improved construction, mounted on a 
strong iron frame. The capacity was about 150 
piculs of finished white rice a day. The per- 
centage of full-grained rice was very high. 

The simplicity of construction was well exem- 
plified by the speed of erection. The plant was 
delayed on its way from Europe, and did not 
arrive until after the opening of the Exhibition. 
It was nevertheless in full working order for 
several days. 
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EXHIBIT OF 
THE SI AM ELECTRICITY CO., LTD. 

This exhibit was divided into three sections, the 
most attractive of which occupied a site in the 
north-west quadrant of the Exhibition. Facing 
the central mound was a signboard, consisting of 
the name of the Company in Siamese worked out 
in coloured electric lamps. The internal illumina- 
tions were effected by electroliers and brackets 
of artistic design, while a chain of minute lamps 
festooned the back wall. At one end an electric 
motor-car was shown, described as having a 
capacity of 50 miles for one charge, and a speed 
of 14 miles per hour. A small charging plant 
accompanied this exhibit. 

In another part of the stand was a small sitting- 
room furnished with ornamental electric lamps, 
electric kettles, electric cigar-lighters, etc. A 
most interesting exhibit was the water-sterilising 
apparatus, operating by the exposure of the 
impure water to the action of ultra-violet rays 
generated by an electric discharge through a 
quartz vacuum-tube containing mercury. Among 
other exhibits were an electric washing and wring- 
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ing machine, an electric oven, electric flat-irons, 
and a switch-board with various types of switches, 
cut-outs, instruments, etc. 

On the opposite side of the stand was a row of 
motors of powers varying from J to 10 H.P., and 
a triplex pump with a capacity of 720 gallons per 
hour delivered to a height of 75 feet. This was 
driven by a f-H.P. motor. Electric ceiling- and 
desk-fans were distributed throughout the stand. 

At the corner of the carriage stand, outside the 
Exhibition, was a 10-H.P. motor-driven centri- 
fugal pump supplying water to the canals. 

In the tower another centrifugal pump (5 H.P.) 
supplied water to an illuminated fountain, and 
was also fitted so as to afford fire protection, a 
nozzle and 200 feet of hose being kept always 
at hand. 

EXHIBIT OF MESSRS. BEHN, MEYER 
& CO., LTD. 

The exhibit was situated in the two southern- 
most rooms of the north-west quadrant of the 
Exhibition buildings, its most conspicuous feature 
being a four-seated Protos car. This machine, 
with a four-cylinder 6-14 H.P. engine, was 
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manufactured in the Siemens-Schuckert Works, 
and is of the make in common use by the Crown 
Prince of Germany. 

Two exhibits of seeds were shown, one of 
Caravonica cotton and one of Manihot rubber. 
Some cotton obtained by the use of Caravonica 
seeds at Korat was also shown, and was distinctly 
the best in the Exhibition. A pamphlet was 
distributed giving full instructions as to the 
method of its cultivation, and stating that a profit 
of ^10-^15 an acre could be made. The rubber 
seeds were those of new varieties of Manihot — 
M. Dichotoma and M. Piauiensis — for which the 
following advantages over M. Glaziovii were 
claimed : No protection against windfall is needed ; 
tapping can begin earlier, is more easily done and 
yields more rubber. These trees do not grow 
well from stumps, but should be raised in nurseries 
from seed. 

A collection of Kali Manures of the Kali- 
Syndicate, Stassfurt, was shown. The manufac- 
turers have made a special study of the application 
of manure to tropical agriculture, and distribute 
through their Agencies many pamphlets on 
tropical crops. 
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Other exhibits were a threshing machine for 
hand power, a large weighing machine with a scale 
for kilograms and pounds and a capacity of i^ 
tons, two small ploughs, a transport cart, a collec- 
tion of flooring and wall tiles, ceiling fans by 
Siemens Bros., and a selection of photographs of 
various types of steam ploughs, including one 
supplied by the exhibitors, then working in the 
Klong Rangsit district.

BADMAN & CO. 

This firm exhibited two of Tamlin's c Nonpareil ' 
incubators of one hundred egg capacity, and a 
Tamlin ' Sunbeam ' rearer. The incubators were 
shown at work, having been set previously, so 
that hatches would be due during the period of 
the Exhibition. 

A very large percentage of strong healthy chicks 
were successfully hatched and, as soon as they 
were in the large Rearer specially made to accom- 
modate the chicks after leaving the Incubator, 
proved a very great attraction to the many visitors 
at the Exhibition. 
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JUDGING 

DESCRIPTION OF PRIZES AND LIST OF 
JUDGES 

The judging was carried out by the various 
Committees given below, during the time of 
the Exhibition. An attempt to finish the assign- 
ing of awards before the opening date proved 
abortive, chiefly because of the great difficulty 
experienced in getting the exhibits in time. A 
new departure of this year's Exhibition was . the 
use of judging forms on which were outlined the 
main points upon which the Judges' opinions 
were desired, and suggesting the relative values to 
be allotted to those points in the awarding of 
prizes. Here again, however, the impossibility 
of obtaining any foreknowledge of what exhibits 
would be sent rendered a great part of the work 
expended in drawing up these forms useless.
